MARTINEZ, A April 21. — To 
Editor of San Pablo Bee—This 
is a political year. There will 
not only be elected the state 
officers, congressmen and 
United States senators, but 
also a complete set of county 
pfticers, 

The primary election comes 
in Aug., and while it is some 
months away, on the surface, 
there does not seenr to be 
very much doing, underneath 
everything is boiling so far as 
county: politics is concerned. 

Report has it that those now 
in county offices and known 
as the “courthouse ring” have 
formed an offensive and: de- 
fensivo alliance ‘fer metual 
protection. Men who have 
fought each other for years, 
are now in the same political 
bed. This has been going on 
for some time, but it has not 
reached the ears of the general 
public, or the voters. 

Fractically every prospective 
candidate who has stuck his 
head above the ground so far, 
has been “shooed off the re- 
servation.”” But, notwithstand- 
ing all this quiet work, things 
are boiling just the same, and 
in my next letter to the “Bre”

The fact remains, that every 
officer in the county oi Con- 
tra Costa must run tor re- 
election this year. The com- 
pensation of the officers and 
their deputies, and ‘the ‘ttumber 
of deputies will be of special 
interest to the public since the 
legislature increased nearly all 
county officers salaries during 
its session in 1925.

Water in City Pool Purer Than 
Drinking Water of City Ac- 
cording to Report 


Contrary to the reports”) which 
have been prevalent throughout 
the city during the past weeks 
that the water in the inunicipal 
pool is unsanitary and that it has 
been the cause of numerous disease 
epidemics, a report on the condi- 
tions of the water was made by 
the state board of health to the 
eity council last night. Net only 
does the report show that. the 
water .is purer than that in the 
bay, but according to the analysis 


of the samples taken from the pool 
on days of heaviest attendance, the 
water is even purer than the 
drinking water of the city. 

The highest amount of bacteria 
in the twelve samples of water 
taken from the pool on April 18 
shows but 260° while the bay 
water shows 850 cubic centimeter. 
This report shows that the count 
in the water of the natatorium 
amounts to approximately half 
that in the drinking water which 
is classed as among the purest in 
the state.

BURGOYNE’S EXPEDITION 


In the summer of 1777 the Brit- 
ish planned to cut off New Eng- 


land—‘‘the head of the rebellion” 
--from the other colonies. 
Gencral Burgoyne with a foree 
of eight thousand redcoats mureh- 
ed down from Canada by wiy of 


Lake Champlain, and took Fort 
Ticonderoga. He then pressed for- 


ward to reach the Hundson,. ex- 
pecting that part of. General 
Howe's army would meet. him 
there. Meanwhile, another British 
expedition start ng from Oswego, 
Was to raise a force of Iroquois 


Indians and unite with Burgoyne. 


Nothing was accomplished bv the 
Oswego expedition. However, alt 
went well with General Burgoyne 


until he struck into the dense 
Wilderness south of Lake Cham- 
plain. Here his troubles began. 
General Philip Schuyler of Albany 
with a force of soldiers broke 


& 


down 411 the bridges, felled trees 
across the only road through the 
woods and did everything they 
could to thawrt Burgoyne. Then 


the British‘s horses and } covisions 
began to give out. He sent an ex- 
pedition with a thousand men to 
Bennington, Vermont, to get more. 


Here again the Americans were 
prepared for the British. Colonel 
John. Stark, one of the herces of 
Bunker Hill, with a small ferce, 
went to meet the enemy. Within 
sight of the redcoats he said, 
“There they are, boys; we 
them tofay or Mollie Stark's a 
widow.” Colonel Stark and_ his 
“boys” beat the British so badly 
that less than a hundred of the 
thousand ever got back to. Bur- 
goyne. 


It was a great stroke for the 
Americans. By weakening. Burgoy- 
ne’s’ force and preventing his get- 
ting jitevisions, atie way was pre- 
pared for his final downfall.
